WHAT WE TAKE IN CUBA. 


WASHINGTON, July 15—The territory yielded in Cuba by 


the Spaniards is bounded on the west by a line drawn from Acerra- 


deios north to Palma, Soriano, and thence northeast to Boca del 


Sagua 
Aceiraderos is on the southeastern coast of Cuba, about 20 


miles west of Santiago Bay, 
It was near that place that Gen Shaf- 


ter and Gen. Gaicia had their first interview. 
Palma is about 25 


miles north of Acerraderos. 
Sagua is on the north coast ot Cuba, 


70 miles west of Cape Maiai, the eastermost point of the island. 


Baracoa is on the northeastern coast, about 25 miles west of the 


cape. 
This teiritory takes in the eastern end of Cuba, including 


about one-third of the province of Santiago de Cuba, but it does not 


include Manzanillo or Holguin, which have Spanish garrisons. Gen. 


Shafter had about 24,000 troops in all, but his effective force now is 


not over 21,000.
